Antioch's request for State Aid 

i for the expansion of our Sewage 
Treatment Plant. 

The reason for this consider- 
ation is due to the fact that Fox 
Lake has filed a Regional Waste 
Plan and the Lake County 
Public Works Department has 
endorsed their plans. The Fox 

' Lake's Sewage Plan calls for a 
county wide sewer system and 
stated that Antioch will be 
connected to the system by 

that Antioch does not neces- 
sarily need to enlarge their 
sewage plant. 

However, Frank Angelotti is 
df a different opinion. 
He said, "Right now Antioch is 
attempting to convince the 
State that the county's timing is 
off, that it is more likely that we 
will not be hooked up with the 
Fox Lake system before 1980 
and that Antioch should not be 



denied these next eight years of 
growth/* 

According to Fire Chief, Tod 
Maplethorpe, the present 
sewage plant is now at a 110 
percent capacity, which is 10 
percent over the regulation 
capacity. A half million gallons 
make up the current system, 
which is comparable to serving 
5,000 people, based on the 100 
gallon per person, per day, 
ratio. Maplethorpe pointed out 
that Antioch's fairly heavy 
industrial load takes up some of 
the system's capacity: 

An expansion to the sewage 
system has been in the planning 
process for the last two years. 
v -'The ' project : wW*rUirt«uuiifd c io 
begin in March of 1073 and was 
to be completed in December of 
that same year. 

The expansion will enlarge 
the system to a 750,000 load, 
which will service a population 
of 12,500. 

It is thought that Antioch wilt- 
not be able to grow with their 
already overloaded sewage 
system unless an expansion is 



pei nutted. 

Bob Bemis, who is the head of 
Antioch's Planning Commission 
said, 'if Antioch is denied the 
expansion, it will put a stop to 
most developments. Single 
family units will be able to be 
built, but they (the State) can 
put a stop to this at any time. 
This will definitely have to stop 
mulitple and commercial 
developments." 

Tod Maplethorpe voiced this 
.same opinion as he said. 
"Antioch can not afford to die 
for two years or however long it ■• 
may be. I spoke with one 
contractor this week who said, 
if; we, can't operate jn Antioch 
: tticn we "will" have' "to^'go 
somewhere else.' ". 

Maplethorpe also pointed out 
that Elgin is in the same 
position, as they arc caught in a 
similar hassle with their 
sewage system and as a 
consequence they have not been 
able to build anything over the 
past year.

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The Antioch Community High 
School tax referendum frenzy is 
reaching its peak now, and it 
will culminate with the vote on 
this Saturday ( December 16, 
l'£2).

Those people who beieve that _ 
kids deserve the chance for a 
decent education have been 
working very hard for the 
referendum's passage. They 
apparently believe that the 
added sacrifice of a slightly 
higher real estate lax bill is a 
worthwhile investment in An- 
tioch's future. 

A recent U.S. Labor Depart- 
ment study indicates that 
poverty correlates with lack of 
education. Lack of education, in 
turn, correlates with a low level 
of education of the head of the 
household and with a childhood 
spent in an area where 
educational opportunities were 
limited. The study concludes by 
pointing out that the poor, in all 
too , many cases, are - poor 

rimarily because they do not 
have a breadwinner trained for 
the skills needed to bring home 
the income required to pay for 
family needs. .g

plans "to "the* AjuTocK Wanning' 
Commission with the intent of 
gaining a favorable recommen- 
dation for annexation.

CABL will have a very 
definite effect on Antioch's 
population, as it may involve as 
many as 2,000 new residents. 
This addition will almost double

units will be housed. 365 of these 
units will be single family 
homes .consisting of two to four * 
bedrooms. There will be 105 
townhouses and 360 apartments 
with one or two bedrooms. 
Besides the many units involved 
in the CABL project, there will 
be 35 acres of recreational oped 
space. 

The development of this large 
project will be slow. "It will be 
at least five to six years in the 
making," according to Mr. 
Norman Drummond, Associa- 
ted Planner for the project. 
These five to six years are taken 
from the time the construction 
of the units actually begin.

Drummond pointed out that 
first the planning and, zoning 
must be taken care of followed 
by an annexation agreement 
made with the Village Board's 
aproval. A public hearing will 
then take place. The sewage 
disposal problem must be faced 
and settled. This particular 
problem could slow the con- 
struction down by a matter of 
years. And lastly engineering 
and final designing must be 
worked out. Realistically 
speaking, Drummond feels that 
the actual construction of the 
project will not take place for a 
matter of years.

Mr. Bob Bemis, head of the 
Antioch Planning Commission; 
received an important letter., 
from the Lake County Regional 
Planning Commission, this 
week. 

The letter stated, "The staff 
of the Regional Planning 
Commission is presently com- 
pleting the final draty of the 
forthcoming Lake County Com- 
prehensive Plan. This effort has 
first priority in terms of staff 
time. Therefore, we will be 
unable to complete "Antioch 
Base Map and Soils Survey", 
"Village of Antioch Population, 
Housing, and Economy Back- 
ground Studies", & Review of 
the "Antioch P.U.D. Ordinance 
promised on or about November 
30, 1972. We will resume work on 
this project about January 15, 
1973/' 

The Village of Antioch has a 
contract with the Lake County 
Regional Planning Commission 
to help them with comprehen- 
sive planning and mapping of 
the Village. This type of 
comprehensive study entails 
topographical maps, soils, land 
usages, zoning and much more. 
. This information is necessary to 
supply the planning commission 
with the many facts needed to 
make recommendations con- 
cerning the new developments 
that are presently under 
consideration. 

Mr. Bemis said, "It (the delay 



of the study ) will slow us down, 
but eyentually we will have to 
go ahead and make some 
decisions , even though we will 
not be prepared as much as we 
would like to be. X 

. Mr. Bemis further; commen- 
ted that the study will; not be 
completed until three or four 
months after they begin work 
i'gatn. The. work is being done 
by Joe Hertlein and Cranston 
Byrd from the Lake County 
Regional Planning Commis- 
sion. In regards to their: work, 
Mr. Bemis said: 
./'I would like to emphasize 
two points. First of all we are 
more than satisfied with these 
men's work. They have been 
doing a very fine Job: And 
secondly, we need their help

Antioch received a check for 
$27,000 oh Tuesday from the sy . 
General Fund of the U.S. 
Government through the re- 
venue sharing program. 
* A special Village Board 
meeting was called on Tuesday 
night to discuss the revenue 
sharing program and to make 
some decisions regarding its 
expenditure. 

The newly gained money can 
be dispersed into any of eight 
categories that have been set up 
by the government. These eight 
categories include: Public 
safety, Environmental protec- 
tion, public transportation, 
health, recreation, libraries, 
social services for the poor or 
aged, and financial administra- 
tion. 

Almost all of (Jie board 
members had a special thought 
on where the money should go. 
Mayor Toft said, "I would like 
to see the money be set up in a 
percentage wise manner, 
covering four or five projects, 
rather than using the whole of 
the money in one area. I would 
like to see everybody in Antioch 
benefitting from this money." 
. Vern Barnstable felt that the 
money should be allocated to 
the completion of one of the 
badly needed water retension 
basins, -but this one project 
would absorb all of the 1972 
monies. Since storm waters 
have been such a problem in 
particular areas, he suggested 
.that at least part of the money 
be spent to get the water 
retension basins started. 

George Bartlett pointed to the 
fact that Antioch's library has 
contributed so much to the 
community that they should 
really receive a share in the 
money. The board unanimously 
agreed with Bartlett, but 
questioned a technicality that 
might stand in their way. The 
Library is called the Antioch 
Township Library and since the 
township is . also receiving 
money their share may have to 
come from them. The matter 
will be further investigated and 
the possibility of a joint 
contribution from both the 
Township and the Village will 
be considered.

DALE CHASE 
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Dale Chase is only nine years 
pld. And for a little boy he is 
faced with a serious problem. 
He owes 140 pints of blood to the 
Children's Memorial Hospital in 
Chicago. You see Dale, has a 
disease that is known as 
hemophilia, which causes pro- 
fuse and uncontrollable bleed- 
ing even from slight wounds. 

Hemophelia is an inherited 
disorder suffered only by 
males. He lacks an important 
clotting factor in his blood. 
Because his blood does not clot 
normally, the smallest cut or 
any dental or surgical proce- 
dure is extremely hazardous. 
The most frequent problem is 



internal hemorrhaging into any 
joint. The episode may. ■ start 
with a bump or a fall and 
sometimes . without direct 
cause. As the bleeding contin- 
ues, pressure builds and pain' 
becomes intense. A number of 
hemorrhages in an. elbow or 
knee can cause premanent 
crippling. 

A bleeding, episode is treated ■ 
<*y ith the intravenous adminis- 
tration of crybpecipitate which 
will temporarily produce clot- 
ting and stop a hemorrhage. 
Immediate treatment is neces- 
sary to prevent deformity and 
crippling problems. Hemophilia 
is incurable. 

As blood is a living resource 
which cannot be manufactured 
or synthesized, blood banks 
must start with human blood in 
order to process cryoprecipi- 
tate. One unit of cryo must be 
replaced with two units of 
human blood. One unit of blood 
costs $28.00 plus administration: 
Dale is the son of Mr. and 
Mrs. David Chase of Lake Villa, 
Illinois, formerly of Antioch. 

He is not only 140 pints 
behind, but he will probably 
require that much more blood in 
the future.

Traii- 
Iparent watercolor is an abstract 
medium. Successful payntings 
depend on the visual effect you 
can ; achieve with the manip- 
ulation of the colors rather than 
on: a deliberate attempt at 
paintihg realistic.

Japanese brush^paint- 
ing is mostly a wet on dry 
technique. If the brush is loaded 
with clear water, then the tip 
touched into paint, a single 
stroke can be made with a 
shaded effect. Experiment with 
varing ratios of color to water. 
The use of little water is called 
dry-brush technique. The color 
drags across the tooth of the 
paper-the rougher the paper, 
the more pebbly the effect. 

Wet in wet technique (also 
{referred to as a wash) is done 
by first flooding the paper with 
water and applying color to the 
wet paper.

Forest L. Tozer, Chairman of 
the State Police Merit Board, 

announced today.

29,1972, Tozer added. Ap- 
plications may be secured by 
contacting the nearest district 
headquarters, or subpost of the 
Illinois State Police, or by 
writing directly to the State 
Police Merit Board, 1016 
Ridgely Building, Springfield, 
Illinois 62701. 

Applicants must be between 
the ages of 21 and 33 years. An 
individual 20 years of age who 
has successfully completed a 
' two-year college course in law 
enforcement is eligible to apply. 
A high school diploma or a 
high school equivalency cer- 
tificate is required. 

To be qualified physically, an 
applicant must be a minimum 
of 5'9*' tall and a maximum of 
6'6" with body weight propor- 
tionate to height. 

No color blindness and 100 
percent depth perception are 
required in addition to a

, eye without corrective lenses. 
Tattoos on either forearm, 
wrist, or hand will disqualify an 
applicant.
